Free Coinag;e Doctrine Still as 
Correct as Ever. 


NEW ISSUES MAY COME 


But the Democracy While Meeting 
Them Will Not Ahandon Cor­ 
rect Financial Policies, 


In the Commoner of next Friday 
William J. Bryan will have the 
following editorial, which is well 
worth the careful consideration of 
intelligent Americans, for it pre­ 
sents a view of the political situa- 
tion from the standpoint of a man 
who has the confidence of a vast 
majority of his party : 
“ An Illinois democrat, who de­ 
scribes himself as a supporter of 
Mr. 
Hopkins, 
asks Mr. 
Bryan 
whether he still believes in free 
coinage at i6 to i, and whether he 
would favor such a law if he were 
president. 
“ Yes. 
The doctrine of bimetal­ 
lism is as sound today as it ever 
was. 
The reasons for it are not 
altered by a temporary improve­ 
ment in industrial conditions. 
In 
fact, better times in the United 
States are due to an increased vol­ 
ume of money, and better times, 
therefore, vindicate the contention 
of bimetallists and establish the 
quantitative theory of money. 
“ Bimetallism 
is 
not 
a 
wild 
scheme suggested as a poFsibe re­ 
lief from a pan^c ; it is a system of 
finance approved by centuries of 
experience and calculated to pre­ 
vent such panics as are due to the 
scarcity of money. 
The increased 
production of gold has to some ex­ 
tent lessened the strain upon it, 
but this nation has been receiving 
more than its share and the recent 
exportations of the yellow metal 
indicate that the work of equaliza­ 
tion has begun. 
Less than half the 
world uses gold as a standard to­ 
day, and if India and China were 
driven to the gold standard the 
rise in the purchasing power of 
the dollar would again become 
marked. 
“ The man who becomes a con­ 
vert to the gold standard because 
of the unexpected increase in the 
production of gold is as short­ 
sighted as a man who would stop 
work because his neighbors got up 
a donation party and gave him a 
week’s supply of food. 
Fluctua­ 
tions in the production of the 
precious metals have occurred be­ 
fore, and they give support to the 
bimetallic theory. 
“ Other questions are for the 
time being more important than 
the money question, but that fact 
does not justify an abandonment 
of the party’s position on the sub­ 
ject. 
If one child is sick the pa­ 
rents can give it special attention 
without putting the other children 
out of the house. So a party meets 
new issues, but it cannot afford to 
abandon its position on any ques­ 
tion if that position is right. 
“ It may be added that the enemies 
of bimetallism never fought an 
open fight and are as deceitful and 
treacherous today as 
they ever 
were. 
They are now scheming to 
secure, without the knowledge of 
the people, an asset currency, a 
branch bank and a redeemable sil­ 
ver dollar— each proposition being 
a part of the gold standard plan to 
turn the entire country over to the 
financiers, and those who want to 
“ drop the money question’’ arc 
either intentionally or ignorantly 
aiding and abetting the W all street 
crowd. 
“ And the ratio? 
There is no 
practicable ratio but 
i6 to 
i. 
Those who oppose that ratio never 
have done anything to restore bi­ 
metallism and never will. 
It is 
the raMo at which gold and silver 
circulate in this country today and 
other countries have substantially 
the same ratio. 
The production 
of gold makes it easier to maintain 
the present ratio. 
“ The republican party is 
in 
power and has within three years 
coined more silver than has ever 
before been coined in this country 
in the same length of time, and 
yet no republican has proposed to 
change the ratio. 
The republi­ 
cans should either change the ratio 
or ceaEc to find fault with it. 
The

its place, but the man who opposes 
i6 to I offers no other ratio as a 
substitute. 
“ The Illinois democrat, 
above 
referred to, also announces that he 
will in his county convention op­ 
pose a gereral indorsement of the 
Kansas City platform and insist 
upon specific declarations on each 
subject included in the platform. 
He ought to be accommodated, for 
the friends of the Kansas City plat­ 
form are not dodgers. 
“ A general indorsement of the 
national platform is usually suffi­ 
cient in a county convention be 
cause It covers all national issues 
and a reiteration of each plai k, 
added to the declarations on state 
and county matters, would make 
the platform unnecessarily long, 
but if any Hopkins man thinks he 
can prevent a refeieoce to the 
money question by demanding a 
specific plank he should he an­ 
swered by a demand for the specific 
indorsement of every plank in the 
platform. 
If he objects to the 
wording of any 
plank, let him 
present his substitute.

ard. 
If he objects to i6 to i, 
let him name some other ratio 
at which he favors free coinage. If 
he is opposed to the plank con­ 
demning banks of issue, let him 
prepare a substitute favoring banks 
of issue and stating whether notes 
should be issued on bonds or assets. 
If he wants specific declarations he 
should have his desire fully and 
completely satisfied and he should 
be compelled to meet honesty with 
honesty. 
“ If the democratic party is to 
indorse the gold 
standard 
for 
which republican leaders plotted 
secretly for twenty 
years 
and 
which they now defend by argu­ 
ments 
which 
they disputed six 
years ago— if the democratic party 
is going to indorse this policy, it 
ought to buy a ticKet and enter 
the republican tent in a dignified

Price In Thirty Years 
at New York. 


^RTCES TO GO HIGHEK. 


Predicted That When Cold Weather 
Comes Consnmers Will Remem- 
her the Strike of 19 02. 


Anthracite coal in djmestic sizes 
is now $9 a ton in N ew York City. 


^ The new scale of prices went into 
effect Tuesday morning, and there 
^ is every indication that the high 


water 
mark 
has not 
yet 
been 


reached. 
It is predicted that the 


September figure will be $io a ton. 
T o add to the seriousness of the 
^ situation, 
the 
much-vaunted 
re­ 


serve supply of coal seems to exist 


only on paper. 
The retail dealers 
^ are indulging in a wild scramble 
I for a supply of the req uisite sizes, 


and the arrival of one boat load is 
regarded as an event. 


There is enough coal on hand, it 
is said, to supply N ew York for 


one month with the same demand 
as exists today. 
If the strike con­ 
tinues after the thirty days have 
' passed, the dealers say, they are 


almost afraid to make predictions. 
It will result, in any event, in the 
use of soft coal by the householder, 


and if the bituminous supply is not 
sufficient many houses will be cold 
and dreary. 


It is estimated that there is burned 
in N ew Y ork city every day 25,000 
tons of domestic coal. 
Much of 


this coal is coming from Buffalo, 
^he dealers in that 01 ly having been 
Icmpted by the prices that exist in 
N ew York. 


According to Mr. J. S. Smoot, 
secretary of the retail dealers’ as­ 
sociation, 
the 
situation 
is more 
alarming than even the high price 
would seem to indicate. 
•‘The retail dealers,” he said, 


“ are in a nervous frame of mind. 
W e are pinning our hope on the 
anthracite 
miners going back to 
work, 
but 
that 
seems 
unlikely. 


W e hope that the struggle will end 
this month, but the outlook seems 
gloomy 
enough. 
Very 
few, 
if 


any, have laid in their supply for 
the winter. 


“ There is no coal to be had in 
the 
outlying 
yards. 
Where 
the 


great reserve supply is that has 
been discussed at such length we 
do not know. The crisis will come 
with 
the 
cold 
weather. 
If 
the 


strike is not ended then something 


will have to happen. 
W e think 


that the strike will be over by that 
time. 
If it is, the wees of the con- 
suiher will 
not 
be over. 
There 
will 
be 
a 
great 
rush for 
coal. 
Dealers and middle-men from all 
parts of the 
country will insist 
upon being supplied. 
The result 
ill be that a little will be given 
o each, and this will keep up the 
rices. 
O f course, there will be a 
drop in the rate when the strike 
ends, but the price will be stiff 
enough to make the consumer re­ 
member the strike of 1902.” 
The price of $9 a ton 
is 
the 
highest in thirty years. 
This is 
for the grades of stove, egg, fur­ 
nace and nut. 
No. 2 nut will re­ 
main at $8 and pea at $6 .50. 
Last 
year at this time the price for do­ 
mestic sizes was ^5.6 5. 
A n Omaha, Neb., dispatch says : 
“ The visible supply of anthracite 
coal in this city and in most of the 
smaller 
towns which depend on 
Omaha for a supply is practically 
exhausted. 
A t the coal exchange 
it was given out that there was less 
than 25 per cent of the amount 
usually on hand at this time and 
dealers 
are 
booking 
no 
orders. 
Dealers say 
their 
eastern agents 
can give no encouragement, and it 
is feared prices will go skyward 
before a sufficient supply can be 
secured.’ ^ 
Senator Q aay said Tuesday that
